Feds list Snake River 
steelhead as threatened 

Sportsmen push for changes in downstream dams 


UPS negotiations still stalemated 
despite Labor secretary’s efforts 


The federal government designated as 
threatened steelhead in the Snake River 
Ikisin of eastern Washington and Idaho bn 
Monday, prompting sportsmen to demand 
lluft Idaho’s congressional delegation press 
for modification of downstream dams. 

“Idaho steelhead are in deep trouble for 
the same reason that salmon arc — the 
downstream federal dams are killing 
them,” Idaho Rivers United President 
~ Tom Smart said. “Our senators and con- 
gressmen must Convince the Clinton 
administration to stop putting these fish in 
. barges .and start modifying the down- 
stream dams now for safer fish passage." 

The National -Marine Fisheries Sendee's 
decision to place the steelhead on the threat- 
ened list under the Endangered Species Act 


will not take effect forfiO days to give states 
time to bring regidatimis in line. 

The listing an-nounced by officials in 
Sacramento, Calif, applies to bulb the A- 
ntn and B-run wild fish. 

The agency also declared as threatened 
two nuts in northeastern Oregon’s Grande 
Rottde and Imnaha rivers and nuts <m tin- 
central California and the soiilh cehirat 
California coasts. It classified as endan- 
gered nms in the Upper Columbia River in 
Washington from the Yakima River 
upstream to Chief Joseph Dam and in 
Southern California from the Santa Maria 
River to just south of Malibu Creek.

WASHINGTON — In wielding 
his line-item veto pen for the first 
time Monday, President Clinton 
said he meant to “send a signal 
that the Washington rules have 
changed forgexid."

Even as Clinton scratched three 
narrow proposals from balanced 
budget and tax legislation' he — 
signed last week, interest groups

In addition to the five-year lifetime limit, current recipients are 
limited to 24 consecutive months of aid, while new applicants are 
limited to 18 consecutive months.

Recipients must accept any valid job offer they receive;' refusing 
an offer can mean the end of an adult’s share of benefits.

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Satellite trailing Discovery shuttle yields surprise 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
— A satellite trailing the space 
shuttle Discovery has gathered 
evidence that supports the con- 
troversial theory that snowballs 
the size of a house are bombard- 
ing Earth's atmosphere. 

. Robert Conway, a planetary 
physicist at the Naval Research 
Laboratory, said Monday that 
preliminary findings from his' 
ultraviolet telescope on the satel- 
lite indicate lots of hydroxyl in 
the atmosphere at the high north- 
ern latitudes. That means lots of 
water vapor. 

Conway said one possible 
explanation for all this water 
vapor at altitudes of 43 miles to 
56 miles is large space snowballs, 
a theory presented by a Univer- 
sity of Iowa physicist in May. 

Another possibility is that it’s 
coming from meteorites, Conway 
said.

“If you try really hard tq do 
what’s right and you find out 
doing nothing could have avoid- 
ed a penalty, you have a disin- 
centive to try hard to do what is 
right,” said Charlie Sorrells, a 
legislative lobbyist for Eastman 
Chemical, which runs Texas 
Eastman. 

Not surprisingly, the laws 
raise alarms in some quarters. 
Environmentalists call them 
“dirty secrets” laws that impede 
outsiders from checking on com- 
pliance with state and federal 
regulations, including the Clean 
Air and Clean Water acts. 

In the last year, advocacy- 
groups and citizens in Colorado, 
Idaho, Michigan, Ohio and Texas 
have filed notice to sue the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency for tolerating the laws, 
and the EPA has threatened to 
pull federal dollars from states 
that pass client.

Laws with immunity, bar pun- 
ishment for companies that find 
environmental violations 
through audits and fix them.

The typical state 
audit law, the EPA says, is really- 
designed to shelters ho. .w.orst_ 
offenders by hiding information 


from environmental groups and 
citizens who could sue. 

Opponents of the audit laws 
say their chief concern is that 
companies that suspect nr know 
they have violated environmen- 
tal law will hurriedly do audits 
and classify the documents, 
making prosecution, punishment 
and public information impossi- 
ble.

Charter schools Unshackle 
education from bureaucracy 


(!<iv. Phil Unit’s announcement last 
week that he would hack the creation 
of chartered public schools in Idaho 
may have lent tile necessary credibili- 
ty to turn that idea into a reality. 

The Legislature has a study .commit- 
tee that is circulating draft legislation 
that would permit creation of 10 char- 
ter scho ols during each of the first two 
alter passage, with ito limit alter 


' that. 

Charter schools, which are designed 
and run hy parents and teachers free 
of state school regula lions, are an in- 
triguing itlea, hut one that has carried 
•its shnrc'of baggage in the past. 

The public education establishment 
- meaning the teachers union am! the 
administrators’ groups - see charter 
schools' as ii full fruniul assault on its 
- -prerogatives. And 'some of the moder- 
ate Republicans tVhn hold the balance 
of power in the Legislature have been 
uneasy. about putting: the state’s. seal 
of approval on fundamentalist peda- 
gogy. 

But an endorsement by Batt, proba- 
bly the least ideological Idaho gover-' 
nor in 35 years, should reassure skep- 
tics that the state will exercise inde- 
pendent judgment in granting school 
charters and oversight in renewing- 
them. 

The fact that charter schools would 
be partly under the supervision of Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction 
Anne Fox alarms some who disagree 


with Fox’s back-to-basics philosophy. It 
shouldn’t. The very ' idea behind char- 
ter schools is that parents and commu- 
nities, not 1‘h.Ds who work in offices 
in Boise, know what’s best for their 
kids. 

Potentially, charter schools are an 
important step toward public-school 
reform. By putting parents in the driv 
er's seat and freeing teachers and ad 
minist rotors from rules that dn'n’t fit 
the needs of kids, they make room for 
innovation. 

But .its in most areas, government is 
already far behind the private sector 
in education reform. Private and 
church schools already attract more 
than 1,000 youngsters in the eight 
counties of south-central Idaho - often 
with inventive approaches and educa- 
tional excellence. 

Sun Valley's Community School is an 
example of an institution where high 
expectations, intellectual -rigor, 
parental involvement and a minimum 
of bureaucracy produce students of 
consistently high caliber. 

Could a public school duplicate the 
Community School’s success? Perhaps, 
but probably not without being un- 
shackled from rules that limit imagi- 
nation and penalize alternative ap- 
proaches to education. 

Cltarter schools may be a real opjxir- 
tunity for public .education to live up 
to its promise instead of living down to 
its expectations. 1

U.S., Israel wonder if 
Arafat will crack down 


. JERUSALEM ,(AP} — Yasser 
Arafat reluctantly -accepted Israeli 
and U.S. demands Monday that he 
rcnutv efforts to rein in Islamic 
militants — an indication that the 
deep freeze on Isrneli-l’alcsiinian 
pen cl making may, tie thawing. 

While Israel and the United 
States waited to sec whether Ara- " 
fat was serious, thousands of- 
Palestinians in the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip marched against 
Israel and America, some throw- 
ing stones at soldiers and hurtling 
tires. 

An American official con- 
firmed that Arafat agreed to 
crack down on militant groups. 
Tlie Palestinian leader apparent- 
ly was won over by the promise 
of a broad U.S. peace initiative 
that would address Palestinians’ 
complaints against Israel. 

The U.S. official, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, would 
not discuss what measures, if 
any, were specifically discussed 
to curb militant groups. 

Under the auspices of Presi- 
dent Clinton's envoy, Dennis 
Ross, Israeli and Palestinian 
intelligence chiefs met early 
. Monday to. discuss details of seen- 


_ rity cooperation. A si-cotul. meet- 
ing was under way Monday night. 

Ross' return to the region Sal- 
• urday night heralded tb£ start of 
the first major American peace- 
making effort since January. A 
series of setbacks have stalled (he 
peace process since then, most 
recently a double suicide bombing 
that killed I ft |>cop!e in Jerusalem. 

Ross said his goal was to "re- 
establish the security basis, 
because that would pave the way 
for addressing broader political 
questions. 

“There has to be a security 
underpinning. Inu the political 
issues also have tt* bo addressed."

Secretary of State Madeleine 
Albright is to come to the region 
later (his month to present an ini- 
tiative expected to include some 
kind of freeze on Israeli settle- 
ment expansion.

School board to consider Consultant recommends 
increase in lunch prices new addition to MVRMC

TWIN FALLS - Twin Falls students 
might need to puck another dime to 
school this year if the School Board 
decides to raise the cost of school lunch- 
es. 

A public hearing will be held at 7 p.m. 
today in the Twin Falls School District 
office, 201 Main Avc. W. 

The' districtVfood services office 
requests lunch prices be increased by 
10. cents, raising elementary lunches to 
SI. 25, junior high meals to S1.40 and 
high school lunches to S1.60. The cost of 
breakfasts will increase by 5 cents, rais- . 
ing the price to 60 cents (or elementary 
and junior high students and 70 cents 
for high schoolers. 

Lust your the district increased the 
cost of lunches by 5 cents, but only after 
a few years of holding stable, said Susan 
Ceilings, school food service supervisor. 
An increase this year would generate an 
estimated $50,000. It would cover a 
nearly $38,000 loss from the 1996-97 
school year, employee raises, increased 
food and service costs, u reduction in 
commodities and required meal portion 
sizes. 

Changes in school nutrition programs 
require feeding students less fat and 
making up for J he calorie drop* by 


increasing other portions, Gdlings said. 
It means students are finding more 
fruits and grains on their meal trays. 
The district shifted some of its com- 
modities products to a fruit commodi- 
ties program. 

The Jerome County School Board also 
h;is increased lunch prices for the cash 
ing school year by 10 cents. Elementary 
student lunches will cost SI 25 and mid- 
dle and senior high lunches 5133. 

- Evelyn Jones, Jerome School - 
District’s food service supervisor, said 
she uses the fruit commodities program 
too. 

“We" probably have a lot more fruits 
and vegetables than we might other- 
wise,” she said. 

Mary Brcckenridgc, commodities spe- 
cialist for the state Department of 
Education, said school districts spend 
about half of their nutrition budgets on 
food and the other half on la^or. 
Commodities provide about IS percent 
to 20 percent of the food budget. 

Adding more fruits and vegetables to 
the menu doesn't necessarily mean 
more money is spent on food, hut more 
labor is required to prepare it, Breckeg- 
ridge said.

Burial may no longer bp-anoption 

Cassia considers cremation for indigent dead as cemetery costs rise

BURLEY - Not everyone lias 
the money to pay for a burinl. 

Cassia Couniy'has;boen help- 
ing poor families with funeral 
arrangements for about as long 
as it has been around, but with 
burial prices rising and public 
funds shrinking, county commis- 
sioners are considering crema- 
tion ns an alternative. 

The county buys grave sites at 
Burley’s Pleasant View Ceme- 
tery in groups of six for a total of 
S2.400, or 5400 per grave. That 


cost is part of a 51,400 price tag 
per indigent burial. 

Despite the cost, commission- 
ers decided Monday to buy six 
more grave sites at Pleasant 
-View and to continue burying the 
county’s deceased indigents. 

Cremation would cost the coun- 
ty about S750 per death, Prose- 
cutor Stephen Bywater said. That 
is SG50 less than a burial. 

The biggest consideration for 
commissioners, Bywater said, 
was whether county-mandated 
cremation is something people 
might want. 

“We haven’t seen a broad 


enough acceptance,” Bywater 
said. “We are not sure what peo- 
ple in the county really want 
done." 

But the point may be moot. 

•• The county may have too many 
problems creating a policy that 
takes one more option away 
from people left with few choic- 
es to start with. 

Family members are allowed 
to cither bury or cremate, and 
should have the right to choose, 
Payne Mortuary 1 funeral director 
Kevin Bodily said. 

A disadvantaged family must 
apply to the county for indigent

Depression could be linked to 
insomnia suffered decades earlier 


ORLANDO. Fla. — Like most 
girls reared in middle-class fami- 
lies in Orlando during the 1960s, 
Vivian. Face was groomed for a 
life its a wife and mother. 

So when she stepped to the 
altar, the 19-year-old clasped the 
promise of " ’til death do us part" 
as tightly as she had her bridal 
I’-mquet of snow-white mums. 

For years that wedding 
promise seemed fulfilled. Then in 
1994 — after 31 years of marriage 
- — ^htr-Jameses-divorced.-After-n— 
half-century of living and most of 
it married, Vivian James was 
alone, confused, uncertain. 

“1 had been raised to graduate 
high school, find a husband, have 
2.5 kids . . . and live happily ever 
after." said James, of Orlando, 
now 52, who retains her married 
name. Soon after the divorce, “it 
actually hit me: I was a 50-year- 
old woman ...and single.

.People who have insomnia in 
their 20s aremnrciikely todevcl-- 
op depression decades later, a 
new study suggests. 

Researchers from Johns 
Hopkins University School of 
Medicine have followed more 
than 1,000 men who were med- 
ical students at the university 
from 1948 to 1964. Men who 
reported insomnia or problems 
sleeping under stress during med- 
icul school were about twice as 
likely to suffer from depression 
later in life than students who 
didn’t report sleep prohlcms, The 
researchers found that the 


increased risk due to insomnia 
could last at least 30 years. 

However, the findings don’t 
-moan that -insomnia is-a sure sign- 
of depression later on. 

“If you have insomnia in your 
20’s, don’t start to get wild and 
woolly that you’ll be depressed 
later," said Dr. John Rush, a psy- 
chiatrist at the University of 
Texas Southwestern Medical 
Center at Dallas. 

Many of the men who had 
insomnia didn’t report depression 
later. Likewise, not everyone 
with depression had reported 
insomnia. In other words, Rush 
said, insomnia only forecast 
depression in a subset of the 
men. 


The study, published in a 
recent issue of the American 
Journal of Epidemiology, 
-focused- only.on jneit_=rjnostly_ 
Caucasian — because most of the 
medical students at the time 
were white men. However, Dr. 
Patricia Chang, one of the Johns 
Hopkins researchers, said she 
saw no reason the results 
wouldn’t apply to women or to 
other ethnic groups. 

And it’s still an open question 
why the link between insomnia 
and depression exists, Chang 
said. It could be that whatever 
causes insomnia also causes 
depression. Or, insomnia itself 
could make someone more vul- 
nerable to depression.

DNA tests

After an argument, Albert pushed her 
onto a bed, bit her repeatedly on the 
back and forced her to perform oral sex.

The 42-year-old Vienna, Va., woman 
turned up at a hospital later that morn- 
ing with deep wounds on her back, 
police said. 

Albert’s lawyer. Roy Black, criticized 
Virginia authorities for releasing the 
report, but did not address ihe findings,

Kids find adventure in the outdoors

KETCHUM-Childrcn and adults Ibve 
this year’s Youth Adventure Program so 
much the excursions are filled to capaci- 
ty each time, according to director Anita 
Smith. 

Twice a week in July-and'Augnsrthe — - 

day-long trips leave the Environmental 
Resource Center for outdoor learning 
adventures, departing at 9 a.m. and 
-returning at5 pm ... 

Parents can have a day to themselves 
after dropping children. ages 8 to 13'ot 
the ERC in Ketchum, The organization 
transports its charges by van, and asks 
only that children bring a bag lunch for 
the outings. “It helps a lot of parents who 
need to have their kids occupied/’ -said— 
Smith. 

Last year, the trips ran 9 a.m.. to 2 p.m. 
and weren’t as popular. This year, the 
ERC seems to have discovered the for- 
mula for success. The maximum number ' 

■ of kids allowed on a trip is 12,' and Smith 
said 12 is the average. Often, potential 
participants are being turned away. . 
Reservations need to be made at least a 
week in advance, and the clamor is for 
more, more, more. 

“It’s working out really well," Smith 
said. “I’m really pleased with it and the 
kids absolutely love it." 

By the end of the season in late 
August, Smith said 180 participants, 
mostly Blaine County locals with a smat- 
tering of tourist children, will have gone 
exploring to learn more about the natur- 
al environment. The ERC has given out 
S160 in scholarships. 

Canoe trips, cave explorations, rock 
climbing lessons and skills with a map 
and compass form the backbone of the 
program. Six certified instructors take 
children on trips, with two on each tour. 
Instructors Angie Grunt and Karly 
Maratea are graduates of Wood River 
High School who love to share their out- 
door world. 

“It’s wonderful to watch kids increase 
their skills," said Grant. “They have fun, 
too." 

Gram said children learn interperson- 
al skills, too, because they are thrown 
together in activity with 10' or 11 other 
kids, usually strangers. The instructors 
have their hands fuli'directing the 
action and keeping attitudes coopera- 
tive, but Gram said that's no problem 
for her. She has a college degree' in edu- 
cation and loves bringing that into play 
along with a love of the outdoors culti- 
vated through growing up in the Wood 
River Valley. 

Five programs remain for August, with 

costs ranging from S2S to S60. The pro- 
grams arc funded by volunteer slide 
shows known as the Armchair Advenjpre 
Series. Admission of $5 a person keeps 
the costs low for children in the Youth 
Adventure Program. On Tuesday, Aug. 

19, environmental writer and activist 
Rocky Barker shows his -photography, in 
an event called “Yellowstone to 
Kamchatka." Barker narrates his out- 
door adventures beginning at 7 p.m. in 
die Presbyterian Church of the Bigwood 
in Ketchum. 

Smith said both the slides and the 
adventure program have increased the 
ERC's exposure. Chiefly an educational 
organization, the ERC aims to advance 
awareness of how to nurture, not abuse, 
the natural world. The Youth Adventure

Program allows knowledge tn pass pain- 
lessly to children. 

“Kids learn tiic most valuable things 
about the environment when they're out 
in it, doing something fun.” said Smith.

Her second project ended in toll-free 
telephone calls across the Valley.

“Everybody, the mayor, the county 
commissioners, and my friends, had 


tried to get the dangerous tracks fixed, 
but the railroad wouldn't do anything 
about it. so I decided I better get (o 
work and do something," she said. 

Duffek/Nutsch wrote letters, made 
phone calls, contacted “everybody I 
could think of" and “even made a few 
threats" to get the action she wanted. 
The tracks were repaired in June. 

Jerome's citizen of the year, who has 
been a member of the prestigious 
Canyonside Club for 40 years and pres- 
ident of the club seven times, assisted 
in donating the historical Canyonside 
Clubhouse to the Idaho Farm and 
Ranch Museum. She also worked on 
getting donations to cover moving 
costs.

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‘Growth optimists’ say Fed stands 
in way of even stronger economy

WASHINGTON — Unemployment is at 
a 23-ycar low. Inflation is nowhere to be 
seen. To most analysts, the nation's econo- 
my is doing so well that it is difficult to 
imagine how to improve it. 

"It doesn’t get any better than this,” 
Gloats Robert G. Dederick, aivcconamist at 
Northern Trust Co. 

Now comes a group of economists who 
contend that not only can it get hotter than 
this but that it should — and that it would 
if only Alan Greenspan, chairman of the

These “growth optimists,” as they arc 
known, say the Fed’s insistence that the 
economy cannot grow faster than 23 per- 
cent a year without reviving. inflation is 
dead'wrong — and is costing both output 
' andjobs. : 

“Wc think it can grow faster without exac- 
erbating inflation,” said Jeff Faux, executive 
director.of the liberal Economic’Policy 
Institute in Washington and a key proponent 
of the growth optimists’ point of view. 

“How much faster is anybody's guess,” 
Faux conceded, “but we probably can sus- 
tain a growth of 3 percent to 3v percent. 
The problem is, we have a Fed that’s more 
concerned about making investors. com- 
fortable than about growth.” 

If the growth optimists arc right, the dif- 
ference is a lot greater titan it sounds. 

Barry Bluestone, a University of 
Massachusetts economist, estimates that 
boosting the growth rote even to 3 percent 
would add an average of $300 billion a 
year to the nation’s output over the next 10

the economy can grow more rapidly with- 
out reigniting the fires of inflation. 

During the 1996 presidential campaign, 
GOP numinec Boh Dole and his running 
mate. Jack Kemp, contended that the 
economy could safely grow faster: Kemp “ ' 
asserted that even 5- percent might be 
manageable. - ■ . 

, However, the two. sides have far differ- 
ent prescriptions for how to spur greater 
growth. The liberals want to cut interest 
rates, white conservatives would slash 
' taxes and government regulations. . 

The view at the Fed is that allowing the 
economy to grow much faster would risk 
rexiving inflation, which they say is by far 
the biggest tlircat to long-term prosperity. 

In this view, labor is already scarce in 
many areas of the country, setting the 
stage for escalating wages. Higher wages 
eventually will spawn big price hikes. The 
wage-price spiral will begin. 

Faux and other growth optimists call 
that line of reasoning out-of-date and badly 


flawed. To begin with, they argue, thd 
labor force actually has excess capacity — 
in the form of a large, untapped poo! of 
. workers who can fill new jobs without 
straining the system. 

They say young men who once dropped 
out of the labor force are beginning to 
come back as job opportunities improve. 

_ Tile influx of women into die job market is 
accelerating again. And older workers are 
retiring later. 

Second, they argue, the advent of new 
technology, made possible largely by the 
introduction of the microprocessor, has laid 
the basis for a massive improvement in 


Although the change has not shown up in 
government statistics yet, Bluestone con- . 
lends that it will as soon as workers and 
managers learn to use computers effectively. 

“There is good reason to believe that we 
“are on the verge of a productivity renais- 
sance,” he wrote, along with Bennett 
Harrison, of the New School of Social 
Research, in The American Prospect article. 

The prospect of a faster-growing labor 
force and a more rapid increase in productiv- 
ity ought to make die uomomy better able to 
tolerate faster growth without reviving infla- 
tionary pressures, the growth optimists «ay. 

Mainstream economic analysts remain 
, skeptical. 

- Bony P. Boswonh, a Brooldngs Institution 
economist, contends that the growth opti- 
mists have been proven wrong before. 
Boswurth recalls that critics complained for 
years that government statistical techniques 
understated gains in worker productivity. 
But when measurement techniques were 
revised, productivity did not improve.

Interest rates rise in Treasurs' bill auction

WASHINGTON — Interest rates on 
short-term Treasury securities rose- in 
Monday’s auction. 

The Treasury Deportment sold S123 bil- 
lion in three-month bills at an average dis- 
count rate of 5.17 percent, up from 3.15 
percent last week. Another S123 billion 
was sold in six-month bills at an average 
rate of 533 percent. up from 530 percent. 

The three-month bill rate was the high- 
est since they sold for 532 percent on April 
28. The six -month bill rate was the highest 


since they averaged 336 percent on May 

The new discount rates understate the 
actual return to investors — 5.31 percent 
for three-month hills with a S10.000 hill 
selling for 59,86930 and 5.45 percent for a 
six-month bill selling for S9.735.60. 

In a separate report, the Federal 
Reserve said Monday that the average 
yield for one-year Treasury bills, the most 
popular index for making changes in 
adjustable rate mortgages, rose to 5.55 per- 
cent last weekTrum 5.48 percent the previ- 
ous week. 
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Court rejects 
fraud claim 
against Novell 

SALT LAKE CXIY (API — A fed- 
eral appeals court has rejected an 
investor's claim that fraudulent 
statements about the benefits ai a 
NovellAVordPcrfect merger caused 
the value of Novell's stock to Qutxu- 
aie in 1994. 

Brad Grossman's suit contended 
that analysts were pessimistic about 
the shori-icrm benefits cd the merc- 
er, leading to a 25 percent drop in 
the value of Novell stock. 

But Grossman claimed that raise 
and misleading comments made in- 
top Novell executives to the press 
and financial analysts prompted tie 
analysts to upgrade their -evaluation, 
bolstering the stock’s price. 

The higher price helped way 
shareholders to support the merger 
and enabled the corporate heads to 
raise capital by inducing option hnld- 

the suit said. But Grossman claimed 
“the “fraud on the market" was 
exposed when third-quarter earnings 
came at 20 percent bdow estimates. 

Grossman filed suit in 1995, seek- 
ing class action status representing 
L-vervon’e who' Bought Novell "sLk-t 
between April 27, 1994, and Aug. 39. 

1994. He named fnnncr Novell CEOs 
Robert J. Frankonberg and Raymond 
J. Noorda, former -vice president 
finance Stepheri C. Wise and farmer 
WordPerfect President Ad risen 
Rietveld as defendants in the suit 

U.S. Distria Judge Dee Benson 
dismissed the complaint on Doc. 5, 

1995, saying Grossman hadn't shown 
a “materially misleading statement . 

. or omission" an the part of the CEOs. 
He also said Novell had disclosed the 
risks of the merger in registration 
forms filed with the Security and 
Exchange Commission. 

In a 33-pagc opinion issued Friday, 
the 10th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals agreed with Benson and for 
the first time adopted an important 
securities principle — the so-caDed 
“bespeaks caution doctrine" — trial 
has been applied in most other feder- 
al circuits since 1991. 

“At bottom, the "bespeaks caiman' 
doctrine stands for the unremark- 
able proposition that statements 
must be analysed in context when 
determining whether or not they are 
materially misleading." Judge David 
Ebel wrote for the three-judge 
appeals panel. 

In other words, vague public 
expressions of corporate optimism 
must be weighed against the much 
greater detail irf the cautionary sec- 
tions of SEC registration statements.
